A BANK ROBBERY. 


LEAVE TO APPEAL ASKED, ' 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE. 

In the Court of Criminal Appeal, an applica- 
tion was made on behalf of | “NASN Keegan, of 


Currane, Borris, for leave to appeal against a 


sentence of seven years’ penal servitude 
passed on him at the Central Criminal Court 
last June, on conviction of armed robbery at 
the Newtownbarry, Co. Wexford, branch of 
the Munster and Leinster Bank on 18th 
December, 1925, and for leave to produce 
further witnesses. The applicant relied, as a 
aor of his application, on alleged mis- 
irection of the jury. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Eugene Sheehy (instructed by Messrs. 
John A. Sinnott and Co.), for the applicant, 
recalled the raid on the bank, when a sum ef 
about £140 was taken, and said that the 
applicant was one of three men who were 
found guilty. Laurence Murphy, one of them, 
at once said: “J am guilty, but these two 
men are innocent,’’ pointing to John Kenny 
and James Keegan, the applicant. Counsel 
dealt with the evidence, stating that only one 
witness identified Keegan, and the evidence 
of this witness could not be relied on. There 
were two other factors in the case: one in 
regard to the charge of the learned judge, and 
the other that further evidence, which could 
aoe Boilg have been foreseen, had come to 
ight. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose. 


CUTTING OF :TREES. 


APPLICATION FOR AN 


INJUNCTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
In the case of Francis Lynham, of 2 
Londonbridge road, Irishtown, Co. Dublin, 
against the Rev. Michael Butler, P.P., D.D., 
Roundwood, Co. Wicklow, the plaintiff sought 
an imterlocutory injunction restraining the de- 
fendant, his servants and agents, from cutting 
trees on the lands at Mount Seskin, in the 
barony of Upper Cross, Co. Dublin, or re- 
moving any timber from the Jands, or other- 
wise injuring or damaging the lands. 
_Mr. Leonard, K.C., who, with Mr. Marnan 
(instructed by Messrs. Daniel Purcell and 
Sons), appeared for the plaintiff, explained 
that the lands mentioned formed the subject 
of legal proceedings some time ago. § 


Sub- 
sequent to the passing of the Irish Land Act 
of 1925 the plaintiff became entitled to these 
and other lands on the death of a preceding 
tenant for life in August, 1924... In July. 
1925, the tenant for life—an old woman of 
eighty-two—made a lease to the defandant of 
these lands for the term of her life. In 
February, 1924, Mr. Justice Wylie decided 
that this letting was a holding within the 
Act. When the tenant died Mr. Lynham 
brought an action to take up possession of 
the lands, assuming that he had 
become entitled to possession. That 
action had now ben disposed of 
finally in the defendant’s favour. By an 
order of the 29th of June, Mr. Justice 
Wylie expressly rescinded his order of 
February, 1924, and expressly declared that 
the letting was a letting for temporary con- 
venience. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—The whole position 
is reversed’ 

Mr. Leonard—Yees. Proceeding, counsel! 

said that the defendant had appealed from 
that order of June 29th, and unless and 
until the order was reversed the position 
was that the plaintiff was the owner of the 
lands and the defendant was in occupation, 
but not under any tenancy. As long as that 
was the position, he had no right to cut 
down timber or take it away. ‘The affidavit 
of the plaintiff stated that the plaintiff, on 
the 13th inst., found a contractor (G. Rath- 
borne) and workmen cutting down trees on 
the lands. The contractor informed him that 
he had been authorised to carry out the work, 
and that he had already paid Father Butler 
for sixty trees. e was on the lands 
again on July 16th, when he found fourteen 
trees cut down, and he counted forty-four 
trees which had been marked for 
cutting. None of the trees was a danger to 
the dwellinghouse or out-offices. 
Mr. George Rathborne, timber merchant. 
in a replying affidavit, stated that he in- 
formed the plaintiff on July 13th that he 
had purchased thirty trees from the defend- 
ant, and it was not correct for the plaintiff 
to say that deponent informed him that he 
had paid the defendant for sixty trees. In 
the month of May last negotiations com- 
menced between him and the defendant for 
the purchase of trees. These negotiations 
concluded on June 24th, when he arranged 
to purchase from the defendant thirty trees 
for £16 10s.. which amount he paid him. 
He denied an allegation in the plaintiff's 
affidavit that the felling of the trees would 
depreciate the value of the estate, as the 
trees were only useful for firewood. He 
stated that some of the trees were actually 
resting on the roof of the dwellinghouse, 
and unless removed at once there was a great 
danger that the premises would be seriously 
damaged. He ‘had only had fourteen of the 
trees felled. 

The Rev. Michael Butler also entered an 
affidavit, in which he stated that he had 
been advised that the trees referred to were 
a great source of danger to the dwelling- 
house and out-offices, and also to the lands. 
He agreed to sell thirty trees for £16 10s., 
but had not agreed to sell any greater 
number. The removal of the trees was of 
advantage to the lands. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr, Moloney 
(instructed by Messrs. Justin McCarthy and 
Co.), for the defendant, said that what was 
complained of was something that was done 
before Mr. Justice Wylie’s order was made. 
Nothing had been done by the defendant 
since that date. His lordship was now asked 
to grant an injunction to restrain a person 
irom doing something which at the time he 
had a perfect right to do. 

Mr. Justice Meredith reserved judgment.

CONSTRUCTION OF A WILL.

O'Rourke, 8 Victoria terrace, Terenure, both 
daughters of the testator. The plaintiff, 
claiming to be executrix and personal repre- 
sentative of her husband, sought an order for 
the determination of questions on the con- 
struction of the will as to whether her 
husband took vested interest in the premises 
59 Upper Gardiner street and the business, 
good-will and stock-in-trade, subject to the 
life estate of his mother, Elien McGuinness, 
now deceased; whether the gifts only vested 
in Charles McGuinness if he both attained 
twenty-one and survived his mother; and 
whether the plaintiff, as widow and executive 
of Charles McGuinness, was entitled to the 
various rights, bequests and gifts which came 
to him under the will; and, if necessary, that 
the Court should declare who were now 
entitled to the bequests, rights, gifts and 
legacies given by the testator to his four 
children named in the will. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., and Mr. C. S. Camp- 
bell (instructed by Messrs. J. H. Callan and 
Sons), appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Garrett Walker, K.C. (instructed by Messrs.

OFFER APPROVED BY THE 


COURT. 

' (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An application was made for the acceptance 
of an offer for purchase of portion of the 
farm of Farnane, Co. Limerick,, which had 
heen divided into six lots, two of which were 
sold for £2,100. ‘The offer was by Edward 
Mahony, Kilpeacon, Crecora, Co. Limerick, of 
£2,500 for the lot, which contains the house. 
The plaintiff in the matter was Johanna 
Laffan, and the defendants Mary Agnes 
Ryan, Maria O'’Hartigan and John Martin 
O’Connor. 

Mr. Bartley (instructed by Mr. T. O’Brien 
Kelly) made application on behalf of the 
plaintiff having carriage. Counsel said that 
there was an attempted auction, which was 
obstructed. The lot for which the present 
offer is made is the most important lot, and 
the offer comes nearer to the reserve price 
than in the cases of the other lots that had 
been sold. The plaintiff was the party con- 
cerned in making the best that could be 
made out of the estate, and they were work- 
ing under difficulties. They hoped, how- 
ever, that further offers would be made for 
the other lots. There would be no use in 
having another auction as it would be 
obstructed. 

Mr. Gaffney, solicitor, Limerick; Mr. F. 
V. Gordon, solicitor; and Mr. P. J. 
O'Sullivan, solicitor, on behalf of the de- 


fendants, agreed to the acceptance of the 
offer.

QUESTIONS ABOUT COSTS. 
BEFORE MR. JUSTICE WYLIE. 

In connection with the Dail Eireann Courts 
(Winding-Up) Acts, 1923-1925, the matter of 
the Sir John Carden estate (Egan and others 
v. Ormonde and others) came before the 
Court on allocation. 

The original proceedings, it appeared, were 
commenced in the Chancery Division, and 
were subsequently transferred to the Dail 
Eireann Courts. The Carden estate, situated 
near Templemore, Co. Tipperary, and consist- 
ing of about 1,200 Statute acres, had been 
purchased by Messrs. Richard Meagher, 
Thomas Maher, William Meagher, D.J.; 
William Armitage, John Larkin, Michael 
Meagher, and Michael Cahill, trustees, for 
the sum of £50,000, for the purpose of being 
divided up amongst. a number of tenants of 
uneconomic holdings and landless men in the 
district. The mansion house on the estate 
was burned during the troubled state of the 
country, and the trustees had been awarded 
£28,000 compensation for it. The lands, it 
was stated, were sold by the trustees or 


committee to the allottees afterwards for 
£58,000, and all the money had been lodged 
in court. 

Certain questions arose in connection with 
the costs with regard to the negotiations for 
sale, conveyances, valuations, etc.; and, re- 
ferring to the Taxing Master’s report, Mr. 
Justice Wylie commented severely upon the 
manner in which what appeared to be over- 
lapping, in respect of certain items, had been 
allowed to take place in the proceedings 
before the Taxing Master, and in the court, 
without observation by the solicitors repre- 
senting the parties. á 

Mr. Lupton, K.C., and Mr. Bacon (in- 
structed by Mr. J. A. Meagher) appeared for 
the trustees, with the exception of Mr. 
William Meagher. D.J.: Mr. J. M. Fitz- 
gerald, K.C., and Mr. W. J. Gleeson (in- 
structed by Mr. William Dwyer) for 
‘‘resisters,’’ Messrs. Ormonde and Harrihall, 
and others; Mr. M. J. Ryan (instructed by 
Mr. J. J. Ryan) for John Looby, another 
‘resister’; Mr. E. G. Kelly (instructed by 
Messrs. Crowley, Bolger and Cussack) for 
Messrs, Kennedy, Crowley and Co., chartered 
accountants, claimants for fees; and Mr. J. 
J. Walsh. (instructed by Messrs. Menton and 
Co.) for the two allottee claimants. . 

Dealing with the matter in detail, Mr. 
Lupton pointed out that there appeared to be 
some confusion with reference to the accounts 
as presented to the Taxing Master, and that 
the work of completing the conveyances and 
transfers was now being done by a second 
solicitor, the work in connection with the 
other conveyances and transfers having been 
done by another solicitor, who obtained pay- 
ment of his bill of costs. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., stated that some of 
the trustees had been guilty of such acts of 
default as disentitled them to have the claims 
that they made allowed.

ACCIDENT. 


VERDICT AT INQUEST 
ON DUBLIN VICTIMS. 


- 


At the resumed inquest in the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital, Baggot street, yesterday, 
on Mrs. Kathi-en Leavy (25) and her son, 
Patrick a months), the jury, after an 
absence of thirty minutes, returned a verdict 
to the effect that Mrs. Leavy and her child 
died from fracture of the skull, caused by 
the accidental collision of char-d-banc 
YI 5455 with a tramcar. They added that in 
their opinion the driver used all possible 
precautions to avoid the accident, and that 
the road at this point is insufficiently lighted 
They tendered their sympathy to the relatives 
of deceased. 

The Coroner (Dr. M. Walters) said that the 
Court was greatly indebted to Sergeant 
Elwyn for the assistance that he had given 
in the preparation of maps. 

Mrs. Leavy and her child, it will be re- 
called, were killed as the result of the 
collision of a char-a-banc, driven by Francis 
Malone, with a tramcar on the Merrion road 
on the night of Sunday, July 18th. 

Sergeant H. Elwyn (19D) produced two 
maps showing the scene:of the accident. In 
reply to a juror, witness stated that there 
was a gas-lamp standard indicated, but that 
the lamp had not been lighted for some time. 

Ignatius O'Neill, 2 Sandwith place, one of 
the excursion party, said that the char-á-banc 
was travelling at a slow rate at the time of 
the accident. 

John Leavy, 7 Sandwith Court, stated that 
the char-d-panc was on its proper side of the 
road, travelling at about seven miles per hour 
Ihe right wing struck the right side of an 
outgoing tramcar. Some of the occupants 
were thrown out, and he saw the deceased 
woman on the roadway. ‘The driver said 
that he had had a “swerve.’’ He could not 
say if the char-a-banc was on the incoming 
tram-line. 

William Smith, 31 Sandwith place, who 
appeared with his’ head in bandages, stated 
that ou Booterstown road he saw a tramcar 
coming towards them. He could not say 
how far away it was, as the night was very 
dark. He did not notice anything wrong with 
the char-a-banc. All he remembered was 
waking up next morning in hospital. 

Edward Sandes, 7 Holles street, another 
patient in the hospital, said that he was in 
the second seat on the right side of 
char-a-banc. They were travelling about 20 
miles per hour when the crash came. He did 
not see the tramcar.

TRAM DRIVER'S EVIDENCE. 


Motorman John Phelan, Eden _ terrace, 
Sandycove, stated that at. 11.45 p.m. on July 
18th, a char-&-banc collided with his tramcar, 
which he was driving towards Blackrock. 

To. Mr. Dockrell (for the driver), witness 
said that the rain was pouring down at the 
time. The char-a-banc was travelling at a 
reasonable speed, 

In reply to Mr. Cawley witness said that he 
first saw the char-a-banc when it was thirty 
vards away. He was travelling at 10 miles 
per hour.It was not the narrowest part of 
the road where the accident occurred. If 
the vehicles nad passed each other there 
have been four feet between them. 

Daniel Brophy, Traflic Manager of 
Dublin United Tramways Company, said that 
he had examined the car No. 526, and found 
it considerably damaged. He knew Motor- 
man Phelan for a great number of years. 

Guard Thomas McDonald, Booterstown 
Station, stated that on the night of the 
accident he stopped some private cars to get 
away some of the injured. Witness took the 
driver of the char-a-banc into custody. He 
was perfectly sober at the time.

To Mr. Cawley—On the morning when the 
char-a-banc went out it had not been ex- 
amined. It had been found in good condi- 
tion on the previous day. He had a mechanic 
for that purpose. 

Joseph Donnelly, South Dock street, motor 
mechanic, employed hy Mr. McDonnell, said 
that it was part of his duty to see that the 
char-d-bancs were in good order. He had ex- 
amined this one on July 17th, and found it 
all right. 

To a Juror—It would be possible for the 
puncturing of a tyre to cause the car to 
swerve. 


DRIVER'S EVIDENCE, 


Francis Malone, the driver, having been 
duly cautioned by the Coroner, stated that 
he had 21 passengers in the car. On the way 
out he stopped at Dean’s Grange for petrol. 
Near the Glen of the Downs he had further 
petrol trouble. He had no tyre trouble. He 
had two bottles of stout during the day. On 


the return journay, at Booterstown road, his | 


right wheels were in the centre of the tram 
tracks going to Dublin. It was raining 
very heavily. Witness saw the tram coming 
from Dublin. When witness’s car was about 
four yards from the tram, he felt the steering 
pulley turn to the right. The front portion 
of his car went to the right. Witness then 
steered to the left. The steering wheel did 
not act in time and the crash came. Witness 
pulled up the car, and drew it to the left side 
of the road. After the accident he lifted the 
baby that was killed to a seat in the car out 
of the rain. He then examined the tyres 
and-found one of them punctured. In his 


skid due to the puncture of a tyre. 

To a Juror—He tried to control the car 
when it was actually skidding on a greasy 
part of the road. When the skid ceased he 
gained contro]. It all happened in the frac- 
tion of a second. 

Walter Camphell, 9 Fitzwilliam square, said 
that on the night in question he found that 
the driver was ‘‘cold sober.” 

David R. Pigott corroborated. 

Kendal Robinson, consulting engineer, 37 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, stated that the 
whole right hand side of the char-á-banc had 
been torn away. He found the steering gear 
and brakes to be in perfect condition. The 
cover of the punctured tyre was capable of 
going another 5,000 miles. The skid could 
not have occurred, as it did, except for the 
punctured tyre. In his opinion the accident 
was unavoidable. 

The jury found a verdict as stated.

A THAMES COLLISION. 


JUDGMENT FOR LIMERICK 
STEAMSHIP COMPANY. 
Judgment for the Limerick Steamship 
Company, Ltd., was given in the Admiralty 
Division, London, yesterday, in an action 
which they brought claiming to have suffered 
damage by reason of a collision between 
their vessel, the Kilcloher, and the steam- 
ship Pembrey, of the Island Steamship Com- 
pany, Ltd. Ramsay, which occurred in 
Bugsbys Reach, in the Thames, on April 

13th. 1926. 

According to the case for the plaintiffs, 
their vessel was on her way up the river 
when the Pembrey, which had been lying 
head down-stream at the buoys off Plaistow 
Wharf. began to leave the buoys, and, with- 


opinion the cause of the accident was the | ©Ut warning, turned out athwart the river, 


across the bows of the Kilcloher. In spite 
of the efforts of the Kilcloher to avoid a 
collision, the Pembrey struck her, causing 
damage. 

The case for the defendants was that the 
Kilcloher ran into the Pembrey, in spite of 
the warnings given by the Pembrey that she 
was about to turn. The defendants alleged 
that the Kilcloher was entirely to blame, 
and they counter-claimed damages. 

The President, Lord Merrivale, said that 
he accepted the evidence for the plaintiffs, 
that the turning movement of the Pembrey 
did not develon till the Kilcloher was not 
more than 1,000 feet away. That was had 
navigation, and it involved peril.

Wheat Prospects. 


Sir Rowland Biffen, who has carried 
out remarkable wheat-breeding investiga- 
tions at Cambridge, has told a special 
correspondent of The Observer that he 
believes that in the future wheat will be 
grown ia England in larger quantities and 
with greater profit to the farmer. The 
world’s population is increasing at a 
faster rate than the wheat area, and the 
surplus of thy New World’s production 
available for European consumption is 
decreasing. A larger demand for English 
wheat, therefore, is likely. Great Britain 
has in her climate a rare advantage for 
the cultivation of wheat. English wheat 
is a ten months’ crop. The half-year 
crops of Canada, the United States, the 
Argentine, India and Australia cannot 
compete in point of productivity; “for 
wheat pays rent in terms of yield, and 
the longer it stays on or in the ground 
the larger the rent.’ The English average 
of thirty-two bushels to the acre is about 
twice that of the foreign and colonial 
vield. Drougat is virtually unknown in 
these islands, and in England excessive 
rainfall is rare, No noticeable loss is due 
to frost, and fu~goid diseases seldom occur. 
The notion that English wheat does not 
make good bread is dying. ‘“Yeoman”’ 
wheats—which are largely the achieve- 
ment of Sir Rowland Biffen’s toils—need 
no foreign admixture. While the soft 
wheats of England are not popular with 
millér and baker, thev are considered to 
make the best biscuits and pastry in the 
world. Sir Rowland Biffen believes that 
the average yield in England can be raised 
from thirty-two to forty bushels per acre, 
and that wheats can be evolved hard 
enough to satisfy the most exacting baker, 
rust-preof, and with a straw so stiff that 
it will not “lodge’’ when the crop is 
heavy and the land highly cultivated.

Young People and Old Truths. 


When Viscount Grey of Fallodon was a 
boy there were no motor cars, no aero- 
planes, no picture-houses, no wireless tele- 
graphy; yet he is only sixty-four years 
of age—one of the youngest, of the elder 
statesmen. The world’s scientific progress 
has been so rapid in the last forty years 
that to-day’s boys and are being 
educated under entirely novel conditions. 
Will the new conditions affect society for 
better or for worse? Will these boys and 
girls be happier men and women, clearer 
thinkers and more useful citizens than 
their fathers an mothers are now? We 
note that Lord Grey shares our own doubis 
in the matter. As the Greek sage said, 
there is no royal road to learning. The 
mental furniture which endures’ must be 
purchased at a good price, and ¢haracter 
must have its foundations in discipline. 
At present, we fear, too many young 
people—and, perhaps, too many teachers— 
are mistaking sensation for instruction. 
They witness ‘‘ educational’? films and 
think. that they are using their brains 
when they are using only their eyes. They 
imagine, that their easy listening to 
‘‘ wireless ’’ discourses is equivalent to a 
close concentration of the mind upon the 
printed page. Of course they imagine a 
vain thing. As surely as financial waste- 
fulness brings its punishment, and finan- 
cial thrift its reward, in old age, so surely 
the emptiness or fulness of life depends 
upon the amount that a lad’s own toil 
has put into the equipment of his mind. 
‘* Wireless’? and the picture-house can 
stimulate thought, but cannot be a 
substitute for it. They become real 
dangers, indeed, when they discourage the 
habit of reading, just as the motor car 
becomes a danger when it weans a man 
from the use of his legs. In unfolding 
his secret of happiness to the boys of 
Epsom College Lord Grey said that the 
pleasures which really repaid us—the last- 
ing pleasures—were those to which we had 
made a personal contribution. His own 
hobby, which propped his soul when he 
was England’s voice in her most tragic 
hour, is the study of natural history. It 
is a study that Irish schools ignore almost 
completely, and in ignoring it they are 
ebeating the Irish child of a goodly part

the principals of Messrs. Kehoe, Donnelly 
and Co.’s bacon factory, Dublin. He was a | 
keen industrialist, and largely developed his 
own business, both at home and in foreign | 
countries. He was one of the promoters of 
the Munster-Connaught Exhibition, which was 
held in Limerick in 1906, and was a past 
President of the Limerick Chamber of Com- 
merce. For many years Mr, O’Mara was 
identified with the political and civic life of 
the country. He was Mayor of Limerick in 
1885-1886, a period which was made memor- 
able by the successful resistance of the then 
Corporation against the police tax which the 
Government of the day proposed to levv on 
the city. He also filled the office of High 
Sherift for two terms. He suffered imprison- 
ment under the Forster régime for refusing to 
give evidence at a Ballineety Crimes Court in 
a case to which he had been summoned as a 
Crown witness. He was one of the earliest 
supporters of Butt’s Home Rule movement, 
and was elected a member of Parliament for 
Upper Ossory under Parnell’s leadership. 

Following Parnell’s deposition Mr. O’Mara 
ceased to take an active part in Irish politics 
until 1900, when unity amongst the Nation- 
alist forces had been re-established. He was 
a trustee with the Bishop of Raphoe (now 
Cardinal O'Donnell) and Mr. J. E. Redmond 
of the National Party Fund, to which he sub- 
scribed liberally. Last August he stood for 
membership of the Senate of the Free State, 
and was elected. Before the general election 
in 1918 Mr. O’Mara had espoused the Sinn 
Fein cause, and, to use his own words, he 
broke with life-long ties and gave the new 
movement encouragement and support. When 
the Treaty was made he was one of its 
staunchest supporters. Mr. O’Mara was held 
in the highest esteem and regard in Limerick, 
and his unexpected demise has caused the 
deepest regret amongst all classes of the 
community. Mr, O’Mara was a brother of 
Mr. Joseph O'Mara, the well-known operatic 
singer, and of Dr. Frank O’Mara, Resident 
Medical Superintendent of Clare Mental Hos- 
pital, and the father of Mr. James O’Mara, 
T.D. for South Dublin. Two of the late 
Mr. O’Mara’s sons—Alphonsus and Stephen— 
filled the office of Mayor of Limerick in 
recent years.

in March to November of the men to England 
for the harvesting, and of the boys and girls 
from June to November to Scotland for 
potato-digging. Isolated facts told to me 
point to the same conclusion. A commercial 
traveller in the hotel has just collected £122 
from one small shopkeeper here. It is no un- 
common thing for the bodies of islanders who 
die in England or Scotland to be brought 
home for burial at a cost of £20 or £50. A 
crood deal of money is made by the sale of 
calves, a practice which explains the occasional 
scarcity of milk. A calf three months old 
fetches £5 10s., and I hear of a farmer getting 
£25 for four calves of ten months. Turf for 
the coming winter has been successfully saved 
and the potato crop promises well, 


EMIGRATION, 


On the other hand, it is to be noted that 
emigration is increasing. More than twenty 
passes mer week are-applied for, and the 
number is likely to increase in view of the 
prospective diminution next year of the 
American quota for Ireland from 28,000 to 
8.000. That gold is still to be picked up 
in the streets of America is an idea not yet 
wholly extinct, and the fact that a young 
islander recently sent home £100 after a six- 
months’ stay in New York will not help to 
dissipate it.

The road to Achill 
Head from the hotel passes through Keel 
and Duach (pronounced Doo-och) At the 
former is the convent of St. Louis, where 
some really beautiful jumpers, blouses and 
cardigan jackets are woven by machinery: 
specimens can be seen at the Dugort post 
office. Opposite the national school at Duagh 
les the small slate-roofed cottage built and 
occupied for some years by the late Mr. and 
Mrs. Darrell Figgis. 

Another place passed after leaving Duagh, 
and situated on a slope of Mount Croghaun, 
with a lovely view in front and the mountain 
behind to protect it from the hurricane 
blasts of the Atlantic, is Corrymore House, 

the residence of the famous Captain 
soycott before he removed to County Mave 
to enter on his bitter and unsuccessful ficht 
with the Land League. Jt is a fine cluster 
of slated buildings, the main one containing 
a large hall in pine wood and eleven bed- 
rooms of the same material. It is now the 
property of the well-known artist, Mr. Paul 
Henry, who, with his wife, spends there 
two of the summer months, - 

For the benefit of the tourist be it said 
that, given the fine weather which is to be 
expected here in August, no summer resort in 
the West of Ireland will prove more agree- 
able than the island to those who find health 
and enjoyment in wild and magnificent 
scenery.

A ZANE GREY STORY. 
The Light of the Western Stars,” at La 
scala Theatre, Dublin, is a film taken from 
one ot those cinema-patiern stories through 
which Zane Grey (certainlv one of the most 
popular fiction-writers of the dav) has given 
readers a notion of the Mexican border as a 
place of romance and adventure.

4. Curbing of the losses which result 
from artificial commercial activities with 
foreign concerns, especially those which 
are known to cause a depreciation in the 
currency. 3 

5. Reduction of circulation notes, credits, 
etc., Which permit certain parasitic enter- 
prises to exist. 

It seems virtually certain that only the 
Socialists aid Communists will be in 
active opposition to the Government to- 
morrow, each party having given notice 
that it will demand interpellations.

Ina leading article The Times observes :— 
The simple fact about the British debt to the 
United States 1s that it 1s settled. There can 
be no question of our going back upon the 
settiement or of attempting to evade an 
obligation deliberately undertaken. Occasions, 
of course, inevitably arise when the nature 
of this debt must be discussed afresh. Such an 
occasion arose when the House of Commons, 
in debating the long-overdue and, finally, 
very lenient settlement of the French debt 
to us, was impelled to review the question of 
war debts in general, including our own debt 
to the United States. The obvious dispro- 
portion between our treatment of our own 
debtors and the terms of the American settle- 
ment witn ourselves provoked a certain 
amount of plain speaking. There is not the 
slightest reason why plain speaking. even 
on such a delicate subject should do any 
harm, so long as the proper proportions are 
observed. It may even do good if it reminds 
the American people that the British attitude 
to war debts differs in some essentials from 
that which has been expressed up till now in 
the policy of their own Government. 

Grave and well-considered statements on a 
grave international problem are entirely in 
place. What is utterly futile, intolerable, 
and even dangerous, is to let serious dis- 
cussion degenerate into a bandying of 
epithets, a fusilade of mutual recrimination. 
Mr. Churchill has now gone so tar as to 
make a public retort to one of Senator 
Borah’s tirades. When things have reached 
that point it is really necessary to call a halt.

It is understood that M. Poincaré 
will ask the Chamber, as a question of con- 
fidence, to postpone any interpellation on his 
financial policy until his actual plans come 
under discussion. He will further desire the 
Finance Committee to accelerate their work 
so that the Chamber can enter upon the dis- 
cussion of his proposals by the end of the 
week. 

Among the many forecasts of M. Poincaré’s 
intentions published in the Press—-which are 
not necessarily accurate, for, as M. Briand said 
the other day, Ministers have paving stones 
on their tongues—the most positive is the 
following :—-The proposals will be contained 
in about ten clauses. In the matter of in- 
direct taxation the Government has adopted 
the recommendations of the Committee 
of Experts. There will be a _ readjust- 
ment of duties on the export ~ of 
such Colonial commodities as coffee, 
vanilla, tea, rice, etc. This is expected to 
produce an additional one and a half milliard 
francs in the second half of 1926.

GERMAN REVELATIONS. 
COLOGNE (By Mail). 
Following on Mr. Chamberiain’s statement 
in the House of Commons that the disarma- 
ment of Germany is not to be considered as 
nroceeding satisfactorily, a statement which 
has caused great surprise and heated discus- 
sion in ill-informed circles here, a statement 
issued by the Deriocratic Newspaper Service, 
sheds a new light on the activities of the 
numerous societies, half political and ob- 
viously half miiitary in their characteristics, 
which have sprung up like mushrooms in 
Grermany. 
It must be obvious to the wildest 
Nationalists, the statement says, that the 
arming of these patriotic societies ts directed 
against their own people, as it is clear that 
with these small calibre weapons no war 
could possibly be waged against the Entente. 
In view of this anxious situation the 
Reichsbanner Republican organisations can- 
not any longer remain inactive, and are faced 
with the qu-stion to what extent they are 
to arm their adherents in order properly to 
safeguard the Republic? The Thuringian 
Minister of the Interior, in order to avoid 
prohibiting the armament of the Nationalistic 
societies, has given permission to the Reichs- 
banner societies to do likewise, thus failing 
to do his duty in both cases, and it is, there- 
fore, only to be expected that the Reichs- 
banner leaders will decide upon a genera! 


armament of their followers, which would only 


intensify to a very great degree the present 
critical political situation. 

It. is, therefore, the duty of the Reich, 
continues this frank statement, to enforce the 
existing laws, and, if necessary, to frame 
others effectually to stop this menace to civil 
peace.— (Reuter.)

Last night two incidents occurred on the 
Poland-Russian frontier. A detachment of 
polish frontier guards met about twenty 
Ukrainian desarters, who endeavourel tu 
cross the border recar Kala into Soviet 
territory.

LEADER OF OPPOSITION, 


TWO THINGS THAT HE WANTS 
TO KNOW. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said that he re- 
garded the Prime Minister’s statement with 
the most profound dissatisfaction, a feeling 
which he was convinced would be shared by 
both the House and the country. There were 
two things that they were entitled to know: 
(1) when was the report of the Commission 
oing to be carried into effect? (2) did the 
yovernment believe in and desire peace’ 
What had actually happened was that the 
Government had handed the weapons to the 
owners through the Eight Hours Act, had 
given them the knuckle dusters, and then 
invited the parties to negotiate. 

As to the Mining Industry Bill, it was 
nothing but an encouragement to the owners 
to persist in a course which was suited to 
their own interests. The Government had 
never accepted the Royal Commission 's report 
except in words. The miners themselves 
were the only people who had ever come 
near tentative acceptance of that report. 

Speaking of arbitration, Mr. Macdonald 
said that the Minister of Labour seemed to 
have a prejudice against bishops since they 
ceased preaching piety and suggested arbitra- 
tion. 

Sir Arthur Steel Maitland rose and warmly 
protested against’.a personal remark of that 
kind, which was quite unwarranted. (Minis- 
terial cheers.) 

Mr. Macdonald, continuing, said that ar- 
bitration dissociated from the other proposals 
was futile, As to the Prime Minister’s speech, 
it meant nothing, and added nothing in the 
way of a solution of present difficulties. The 
Church's offer, on the other hand, did provide 
a way out, and he suggested its acceptance. 
(Labour cheers). 

FIRE OF INTERRUPTIONS. 

Mr. Austin Hopkinson, as usual, was very 
outspoken. If it was his object to draw the 
fire of the opposition, he succeeded admirably. 
In fact, the interruptions became so frequent 
that the chairman warned members that if 
carried too far he should be compelled to 
report a state of grave disorder. 

The hon. member for Mossley commended 
the action of the Prime Minister in calling 
the bluff of the miners’ leaders rather than 
pay blackmail in the form of a subsidy, and 
he asserted that the appeal of the churches 
was based on the grossest materialism. 

Sir Robert Horne caused a laugh when he 
observed that the bishops seemed to have 
become, on certain occasions, the bell wethers 
of Mr. Lloyd George, and invariably they led 
him astray. He fully agreed with the Prime 
Minister in declining to entertain another 
subsidy. As to the Coal Commission s report, 
he saw nothing sacrosanct about it, and he 
for one would not become a victim of it. 
The Commission, it seemed to him, had ap- 
proached the relation of wages to the coal 
industry from the wrong angle, and his own 
considered helief was that the country could 
not afford to carry on more than about 50 
per cent. of the mines on a seven-hours basis, 

‘wo more Liberals, Mr. (George Thorne 
and Mr. Runciman, warmly endorsed Mr. 
Liovd George’s plea for acceptance of the 
Churches’ proposals. The former, who rarely 
intervenes in debate, expressed his convic- 
tion that without it there was no chance of 
a settlement. He concluded by blandly ask- 
ing the Government, '' Ís it peace, or Is i

FROM ANY QUARTER. 

The member for Swansea sympathised with 
the Government to the extent of saying, 
whatever steps they i-ok, they were bound 
to be suspected or the other, 
and it was this element of suspicion which 
wa; the real obstacle in the way of agree- 
ment. The suggestion from the Churches 
was a very valuable one, and should com- 
mend itself to all who earnestly desired to 
se: the end of the dispute. Personally, he 
was prepared to accept a solution from what- 
ever quarter it came, whether cathedral, 
Wesleyan chapel, or ‘‘ pub.” 

Colonel Lane Fox compared Mr. Lloyd 
George's present attitude towards the 
Bishops with that ‘of the lion lying down 
with the lamb. He went on to say that if 
arbitration was really meant there was 
nothing to prevent a start from being made 
to-morrow, but he was bound to say that 
the leader of the Opposition, Mr. Macdonald, 
had made a deliberately obstructive speech— 
(Labour cries of dissent)—and one calculated 
to make the strike a longer and, possibly, a 
more bitter one. 

A motion for the reduction of the vote, 
which had been moved by Mr. Lloyd George, 
was defeated by 338 votes to 152. sah 

The véte was agreed to, and the guillotine 
then fell on all the outstanding votes of 
supply, this being fie last allotted day in 
Committee of Supply. 


IN THE LORDS. 

In the House of Lords, Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh called attention to the recent public 
expression of willingness on the part of the 
miners’ leaders to recommend the men, unde: 
certain conditions, to accept both wage reduc- 
tions and arbitration, and asked the Govern- 
ment whether, in view of the new situation 
thereby created, they did not consider that a 
fresh effort might now usefully be made to re- 
open negotiations for a settlement on the 
lines of the Samuel report. 

Viscount Cecil, replying on behalf of the 
(evernment, made a statement in much the 
same terms as that made by the Prime Minister 
in the House of Commons.

WHAT THE DISPUTE HAS COST.

The death of the Most Rev. Dr, Foley has 
evoked manifestations of sorrow everywhere

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The Waterford Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday discussed local taxation—the 
rates are 18s. in the £—and passed a 
resolution calling for a Local Government 
expert to examine the city’s income and 
expenditure and report where economies 
can be effected. 

Locally the resolution is regarded as a 
request for the appointment of a paid 
Commissioner to take over the city’s 
affairs.

ECONOMIES NEEDED. 


UNBEARABLE LOCAL RATES. 

The meeting was held as the result of the 
general outcry against the increased rates in 
the city, and the resolution, which was carried 
by a large majority of the Chamber, was as 
follows :— 

‘* That, in view of the great increase in the 
city. rates, we call upon the Corporation to 
apply to the Local Government Department 
to immediately appoint an expert to inquire 
into the “red Fón incoute and expenditure, 
and report how economies can be effected.”’ 

“We recommend that the Poor Law and 
mental hospital expenditure be national 
charges.”’ 

Alderman M. Cassin, President of the 
Chamber, said that the old valuation of the 
city was, roughly, £50,000, and the rates on 
that valuation last vear amounted to 21s. 5d. 
On the new valuation of £75,000 the rates 
should be 14s. aid. The rate struck by the 
Corporation at the last monthly meeting was 
18s. in the £. That was too heavy a rate 
for the citizens to bear. The new rate came 
as a great surprise to the ratepayers, and 
working it out on the basis of the old 
valuation, it came to 27s. in the £. 

IRRECOVERABLE RATES. 

Mr. James Aylward, . Vice-President, 
seconded the resolution, principally, he said, 
because trade in general in the city was at 
such a low ebb that the citizens could not 
afford to pay extra rates. Last year, he said, 
the sum of £6,000 was irrecoverable... How 
much more would there be irrecoverable next 
year on the new valuation? If the people 
could not pay these rates this year, how 
could they pay them next year? The capita. 
tion grant for the mental asylum remained 
the same as ever, although the cost of patients 
ee head had gone up three or four times 
eyond what it was in the old days. 

The President said that a good deal more 
than half of the rates collected was outside 
of the Corporation as being fixed contribu- 
tions to other public bodies, but these charges 
originally were never intended to be borne 
by the ratepayers. They ought to be national 
charges, and a resolution should be passed 
asking the Government to make them national 
charges. The same remark applied to public 
assistance, to which over £12.000 was de 
voted. The present system of relief only 
pauperised the recipients, and was at the 
same time non-productive. 

_ Mr. T. Harney Jacob complained that the 
Corporation did not take full advantage of 
their powers to raise the rents of Corporation 
houses which fell into their hands on the 
expiry of leases. 

AN AMENDMENT. 

The Borough Treasurer, speaking for the 
Corporation, said that he heard no reason put 
forward in support of the motion, and not a 
single word had been advanced in justifica- 
tion of it. He proposed an amendment which 
merely urged on the Corporation the necessity 
for economy during the coming year. No 
Corporation, he said, could entertain the 
original resolution, because it criticised the 
Corporation and suggested that they were in- 
efficient in the performance of their duties. 
The cost per head in Waterford worked out 
at 38s. 7d., whereas in two other cities that 
he could name. which were very efficiently 
run, the cost was £2 4s. 84d. and £2 17s. 
lid. respectively. If it could be shown that 
a thousand pounds could be saved on any 
item he would withdraw his amendment. 

Mr. A. G. Phelan denied that the resolu- 
tion was a criticism of the Corporation. 
Waterford was now groaning under excessive 
local taxation. The Chamber was not going 
to allow this matter to drop. The citizens 
were saddled with a heavier burden than they 
could bear. This matter would be pushed to 
an end, because they were determined to see 
that economies would be effected in local ad- 
ministration.

REMAINS OF ROMAN 
BRITAIN. 
BISHOP’S PLEA FOR 
EXPLORATION, 


The little village of Woodchester, near 
Stroud, Gloucestershire, was invaded vester- 
day afternoon by archzologists and interested 
visitors from far and near, on the occasion 
of the re-opening for public inspection of the 
famous Roman pavement, which had re- 
mained. hidden from view for thirty-six 
years. 

The pavement forms. part of what is 
cohsidered one of the largest and finest 
Roman villas ever discovered in Britain, and 
large portions are still in a good state of 
preservation. The pavement is a square of 
48ft. 10in. Elaborate in design and skilfully 
executed, it has been stated to compare 
favourably with any that now exist even in 
Rome. 

In declaring the pavement open, the Bishop 
of: Gloucester said that they had not really 
explored Roman Britain as well as they 
ought to have done. Practically nothing had 
been done in that direction since the 18th 
century, and he would be glad if a beginning 
could be made in scientific investigation of 
that and other Roman remains within the 
County of Gloucester. - It must not be done 
by amateurs. 

The art of investigating ancient buildings, 
and the art of studying the past, had pro. 
gressed very rapidly, and experts could, by 
careful examination, do a great deal towards 
reconstructing the history of such buildings 
and the life and civilisation of their people 


REMARKABLE SERIES 
OF FRAUDS. 


WOMAN SENTENCED. 

Elizabeth , Margaret Grant Greer, alia 
Bessie Field, described as a _ confectioner, 
aged 60 years, was sentenced at Bristo! Quar- 
ter Sessions, yesterday to 15 months’ hard 
lanour for a series of frauds, including obtain- 
ing money froin persons by false pretences 
and for trading without disclosing that she 
was an undischarged bankrupt. 

Prisoner pleaded guilty, and Superintendent 
Tanner, of the Criminal Investigation Depart- 
ment, told an amazing story of her career. 
in 1910 she was adjudged bankrupt in the 
High Court, London; in 1911, at Newcastle, 
persons were seeking her for money; in 1915 
she was in bankruptcy at Quorn, Leicester- 
shire, with assets of 104d, in the £; in 1920, 
at Maidstone, in 1924, and the next year 
at Bristol, on which occasion the 
liabilities were given as £3,000, and 
the assets as realising 73d. in the pound. 
In 1925, again at Hull, she incurred liabilities 
of nearly £3,000, with assets of £220, and 
in 1926 there was a deficiency at Blackpool. 

Superintendent Tanner added that her 
liabilities during the past sixteen years ex- 
ceeded £30,000. 7

CHURCH. 


PRIESTS NOT TO OFFICIATE 
AFTER JULY, 


— --- 


NEW YORK, Monday. 

Interest in the distressful state of Catholic 

Mexico is becoming a matter of general 
concern in the United States, where all 
Cathelics were called upon yesterday by the 
Pope to offer up prayers on its behalf. 
‘The latest information from Mexico is that, 
following the publication of the Pastoral 
letter signed. by the Archbishop of Mexico, 
seven other archbishops and twenty-nine 
bishops, proposing the suspension of Services 
and the withdrawal of all priests from the 
churches on July 3ist, the Báine Depart- 
ment of the Interior has ordered an investi- 
gation. 

The Department of the Interior intends to 
determine whether the Pastoral letter violates 
the Constitution, and, if so, to call the atten- 
tion of the Attorney-General to the fact. He, 
in turn, may summon the reverend signatories 
to court or may order their arrest. 

President Calles, in a statement to 
newspapers to-day, pace the failure of the 
proposed economic boycott of Mexico by the 
“ National League for the Defence of Reli- 
gious Freedom,” whose officers have been 
arrested, though most of them have been 
released on bail. ‘The President declares 
that, in view of the fact that-the Archbishop 
of Mexico has thrice made known his inten- 
tion to oppose the Constitution, the Govern- 
ment cannot overlook the fact.

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LETTER FROM CARDINAL 
O’DONNELL. 
ARMAGH, Monday. 

The following important letter from His 
Eminence Cardinal O'Donnell was read at all 
the Masses in the Archdiocese of Armagh

SHERIFF RETURNS 
EMPTY-HANDED. 


The Finance Committee of the Galway 
County Council received a gentle rebuke 
from the .Free State Local Government 
Department because they had failed, 
through the Sheriff, to collect the warrants, 
amounting to £223 8s. 9d., for rates due 
for three years on the 165 acres of ‘land 
comprising Island Eddy, off the Galway 
coast, near Kilcolgan. . 

The Finance Committee retorted that 
they shared the Minister's dissatisfaction 
that, with all the resources of the State 
at its back, the Government had been 
unable to get these outstanding rates for 


them. 

A few weeks ago the Sheriff 
bailiffs, escorted by the military and de- 
tectives, landed on the island in a boat, 
which had been specially secured for the pur- 
pose, to seek to bring the defiant islanders 
to heel. It was thought at the time that 
thev had been successful in their foray, but 
it now transpires that the islanders remained 
the victors. 

Mr M. McNeill, the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, presided at Saturday s 
meeting, when the County Secretary (Mr. 
W. G. Fogarty) read the letter from the 
Ministry for Local Government pointing out 
that the Sheriff had returned the entire 
warrant issued to him for the collection of 
the rates marked ‘‘ No goods.” The Minister 
was not satisfied that the rates could not be 
recovered, and he requested the County 
Council to take such steps as might be 
feasible for their recovery. 

After a brief discussion, the Finance Com- 
mittee directed the Secretary to reply that 
“the Minister be informed that the County 
Council share his dissatisfaction at the non- 
recovery of these rates; that the Sheriff, an 
officer of the Minister of Law and Justice, 
has all the resources of the State at his dis- 
posal, and that if he cannot, or will not, com- 
pel the defaulters to pay, it is difficult to 
see what the County Council can do. The 
Council find it difficult to believe that a 
valuable property of 165 acres, valued at 
£157 (P.L.V.), should be left so completely 
derelict as the return made by the Sheriff 
would indicate. Finally, the Council con- 
sider that. in view of the failure of the 
officer of the Ministrv of Law and Justice to 
make the property of these ratepayers avail- 
able. the Council would be glad to know 
what further steps are suggested as feasible 
to deal with the situation.”

VIVID NARRATIVE. 


A graphic story of the havoc caused by the | 
floods was told to me to-day by Countess Cort | 


Van Der Linden, whose home is in Holland. 
She arrived at Vieuna last night, after an 
exciting trip by water from Belgrade to 
3udapest, during which she traversed a wide 
inland sea, which now covers almost half a 
million acres of the richest grain-growing area 
of Central Europe. 

‘‘En route from Belgrade,’ she said, “ the 
boat encountered several rudely-constructed 
rafts floating down stream, with peasants and 
their families working the sweeps. Children, 
chickens and pigs were perched on piles of 
trunks, boxes and household goods, while the 
men and women warded off floating objects 
to prevent collisions,’”’ 

‘Several families were taken from the rafts, 
which had been held up and haif-overturned 
by protruding tree tops, and the refugees 
were taken:on board the river boat. where 
European and American tourists contributed 
food and spare clothing to the water-soaked 
survivors. i 

“ As far as the eve could reach 
sides of the channel followed by 
water spread out in all 
horizon. In places 
ported to be htty 
li 13 not possible to estimate the 
extent of the damage. Krom the boat 
deck we low ated submerged roads by the tops 
af of Freaventlhs 
we passed bodies of cows and horses floating 
downstreain, and once a dog clawed at. the 
side of the boat, but was whirled away by 
the current before he could be pulled on 
board.’’ 

The Countess explained that the flooded 
Bachka and Voivodina, provinces of Jugo- 
Slavia, are lower than the level of the 
Danube, even when the water is normal. She 
states that the Danube runs for miles be- 
tween dykes, and provides water for the 
irrigation of the richess grain 
section of the kingdom. 

AN OLD PROPHECY. 

“The natives of the region believe an old 
prophesy to the effect that, if rain falls on 
June 8th it will be followed by forty days’ 
rain and high water,” the Countess explained. 
“It did rain on June 8th, and since then the 
river has risen steadily, frequently augmented 
by cyclones and cloud bursts, in the regions 
tributary to the Danube.”’ 

Some fifteen years ago musk rats were in- 
treduced into this region in the hope of de- 
veloping the fur industry, but the progeny of 
the imported muskrats developed longer bit- 
ing teeth instead of fur, and the pedsants 
blame these water rodents for weakening the 
dykes by tunnelling through them. 

** When, the first dykes began to give way 
before the rising waters,’’ said the Countess. 
‘the peasants worked night and day, men, 
women, and children alike building second 
and third line barriers in unsuccessful efforts 
to save their homes, but these also were swept 
away by the waters.”’

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ACCIDENT AT MERSEY TUNNEL. 

[he first fatal accident in connection with 
the work on the new Mersey tunnel occurred 
yesterday, when Joseph Bonner, aged 23 
years, a sinker, of Knotty Ash, Liverpool, 
was electrocuted while working on the shaft.

Lack of means is the sole reason why 
every impoverished Catholic in Dublin is not 
kept outside the range of this cruel temptation. 
I appeal, therefore, not so much to those who 
are listening to me as to all who may read 
these words for an increasing support for the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, in order that 
it may do increasing good.”

Comparative Legislation. No more lucid re- .m. 


view of the legislation passed by the Free 
State Parliament during the period 1922-1924 
has been compiled, and the pamphlet makes 
unusually interesting reading for the layman, 
if not for the lawyer. 

Mr. Justice Hanna at the outset comments 
on the difficulty of presenting—without being 
wearisome—a comprehensive survey of the 
years under review, inasmuch as they. include 
the period of settlement after the Treaty, 
and that in which armed rebellion was waged 
by the Republican forces against the Saorstat, 
periods requiring excepticnal legislation. 

The author presents the main activities of 
the Government in law-making by submitting 
them, not chronologically, but in groups, The 
legislation is accordingly grouped under the 
following heads :—Constitutional Laws, Finance 
Laws ;'l’emporary, Transitional, and Emergency 
Laws; Public Safety Laws, Army and Defence 
Forces Laws, Damage to Property Laws}Dail 
Eireann Courts, Local Government, Courts, 
Administration of Justice and Criminal Laws, 
Land Laws. and Laws on Ordinary Domestic 
and Civil Matters. 

Beginning with the legislative birth of the 
Free State, on the 6th December. 1922, Mr. 
Justice Hanna briefly reviews the Constitution 
Act, and the “next most important Constitu- 
tional Act ’’—the Adaptation of Enactments 
Act. His survey of the legislative field in the 
intervening period—to the end of 1924—is re- 
markable for its clarity and brevity, covering 
as it does close on 120 Acts of Parliament. 
The reader would be well advised to add this 
pamphlet to his library.

The only late development over the 
Stewards’ Cup, to be run for here to-morrow, 
is the scratching of the French three-year-old 
Highborn II. and both Sir Charles Nugent's 
eandidates, Compiler and Volta’s Pride. It 
wgs stated in this column more than a week 
ago that Highborn would not run, and that 
his race at the meeting was likely to be the 
King George Stakes on Wednesday. The 
colt’s owner, Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen, told 
everyone as a matter of fact that he did not 
intend to run him in the handicap, and yet 
in what is called the London betting last 
week he was put up as a nominal favourite. 
It ig not surprising, therefore, that no one 
ever pays any attention to this alleged bet- 
ting, which is nothing more than a trap for 
the unwary. 

I think that the biggest field that ever went 
to the post for the Stewards’ Cup was in 
the middle of last century, when Croagh 
Patrick, who was walked from the County 
Mayo to Dublin, and then from Holyhead or 
whatever the port of disembarkation was in 
these days, to Sussex, won the race. The 
biggest field we have'seen in the present 
century was the thirty that went to the post 
in 1922, when Tetrameter won for the late 
Sir Hugh McCalmont. 

The field to-morrow is likely to num- 
ber at least thirty, and it is a race 
about which no one can prophecy with much 
confidence. In’ such a big field so much de- 
pends on the luck of the draw, and it is an 
event on which the Ring should not lose in 
any circumstances. Ethnarch must run well, 
and, granted some luck in the race, he should 
ot least finish in the first three. When the 
weights appeared first I gave a good chance 
to Harpist, and it is significant that Frank 
Hartigan thinks more of the chance of Dal- 
magarrv. The latter has not shown any 
form this year, but as a four-year-old he has 
Sib. less to carry than he had last year, 
when he started favourit 

Neither of the thre year G ss, Moti 
Mahal and Pillion, have outstanding chances, 
but Perhaps So, who is two years older and 
bas lib. less carry, 1s ! negligible.

There was a crowded house at the Gaiety 
Theatre, Dublin, last evening, for the first 
presentation in Dublin of “ Aloma,” which 
is descri as a romance of the South Seas 
and the “‘ sensation of theatre-land.’’ 

There was no doubt as to the reception of 
ths piece. It was good, if one may judge 
from the enthusiastic applause given to the 
principals in ‘he second act. Yet it can 
scarcely be argued that it was good drama, 
or (in parts) even good sense. The play 
succeeded because of its preponderance of 
colour and spectacular effects. There is a 
storm scene in the second act which comes 
as close to reality as is possible in the 
limited space of a theatre stage, and the 
make up and dresses and “ pigeon ” English 
of the natives in the play are all effective. 
Still, a British Commissioner does not usually 
deal summarily with wayward white men by 
sentencing them to deportation in a South 
Sea island drinking house, in the presence of 
a bevy of native dancing girls.

The play, however, is really worth seeing, 
even if there is a touch of artificiality about 
it, and a striving after the glamour of the 
South Seas, which is almost too elusive to be 
caught successivlly in a stage production.
